DECLARATION

We, the undersigned, prisoners of war, 
_condemned to be shot on Monday next, the 
14th inst., at 7, P. M., by a court martial, 
conformable: to the established customs of 
the country, and composed of officers of the 
Mexican army, che, sentence being read and 
interpreted 10 us on Saturday at 4, p. M., 
by captain Alexander Faulac, of said army, 
us our last dying: words do declare ourselves 
innocent of the charge of either participat-

f any person or part 
haying for its object the revolutionizing or 
disturbing in any manner the tranquillity of 
the government of Mexico, and that the 
testimony given before the honorable court 
of enquiry will corroborate this declaration, 
the facts and circunistances being briefly as 
tollow: + 


" That about one hundred and thirty men, 
composed of Americans, French and Ger- 
mans, two-thirds of which being of the 
first nameti class, (including three who are 


natives of foreign nations, but naturalized,) | 


` embarked, on the Gih of November last, on 
on board the American schooner Mary Jane, 
captain Hall, said to have been chartered 
or employed by a committee, of which Mr. 
William Christy, of New Orleans, was the 
agent, to convey. emigrants to Texas, then 
understot d to be at variance with the Mexi- 
can government. This opportunity pfford- 
ed many in pecuniary circumstances, pus. 
sage free, which was readily embraced and 
accepted of, The terms agreed upon were 
that it was optional whether the party took 
up arms in defence-of Texas or not; that 
they were at full liberty to act as they pleas- 
ed when landed on the Texian shore. That 
taking advantage of this favorable opportu- 
‘nity, they accordingly embarked, the vessel 
proceeded on the voyage, and nothing trans- 
pired to indicate. u belief but that all was 
right as it should be, until the sixth day we 
were out from the Balize, ulthough it had 
been previously understood that a general, 
with his officers or staff, was on board the 
‘vessel, whose design was to act in concert 
with the Texians, and induce us to join him. 
‘Of this, however, we received no certain 
assent, but the truth is, Tampico was our 
destination, and an attack on that city the 
design, which was now evident and not be- 
fore: the land being in sight, and the ves- 
sel standing in, it was announced that it was 
Taw pico; that the steamboat, then also in 
sight, would have us in tow, and Tampico 
would be in our possession.

on Sunday, we were formed and made rea- 
dy for the attack, having added to our num- 
ber about from thirty-five to fifiy eitizens, 
soldiers and adherents, and which were all 
judged to Mexicans, a number being fellow 
prisoners with us, but without trial to this 
moment. Having no other resource we. 
were necessarily compelled, from obvious 
reasons, reluctantly to join the party, with a 
full determination not to act in concert with 
it, but to submit ourselves as prisoners of 
war, hoving no design or intention to fight; 
and without, one single expection, every in- 
dividual of the undersigned, from motives of 
conscience, and oppression added to the 
shameful abduction or deception practised 
on us, and chose to throw ourselves on the 
clemency and mercy of the authorities, and 
this being the substance of our testimony 
before the court, yet notwithstanding, mark 
te result which has terminated, not in an 
ignominous, but christianlike death. Frust- 
ing in God, and bearing in mind his promise, 
and with our trust in his mercies, we dic 
both as christians and men. 

We have now but nine hours allotted us, 
and conclude hastily“ by requesting all’ who 
may hear of our fate, to entertain no erro- 
neous impression.

It is with them auch a contest us 
fills every page of Mexican history: mer- 
cenary and hired soldiers, fighting for the 
advancement of rival chiefs. I am confi- 
dent a declaration of independence would 
give us strength, even with Mexicuns: 
many sincere friends af liberty, who would 
fear to involve themselves in so doubtful a 
controversy ns revolutionizing Mexico, 
would gladly assist in establishing a govern- 
ment that would promise to be permanent 
and prosperous. ` 
„here is one consideration, that alone 
ought ts be final, in influencing the mind 
of every patriot in favor of mdependence. 
It is that onr friends from the United 
States, who now almost compose our army, 
and have assisted in gaining our proudest 
laurels, bave, in anticipation of that event 
alone, offered their sexsvices and lives in 
our defence. Our friends in the United 
States are looking upon us with fraternal 
affection: their arm is already extended, 
glothed with power terrible to tyrants. Let 


uus not deceive them, or their countenance

We Iny this week, before our readers the substance 
of che miprmation brought by Mr. Pantallion add Me. 
Smith, relative te the movements af general Santa Ana,

Mr Panudlion is direct from Matamoros, and brings 
Thtelligenee that one thousand troops bad arrived at that 
place, and were expecting shortly to be joined by others; 
and that carly in March, they would move ſurwni d to 
Te zun, for the purpose of attacking Golind, 

He also stares that about one thousand men, under the 
command of generals Filisola and Cos, nie stationed on 


the Rio Grande, nwaiting ne arrival’ of five hunde 
[a] 


more troops yufier which they sntend to move on to Te. 
aas, for the purpose of attaching Bejar.. 

Ile further states that the army under the Immedint 
command of Santa Ana, consisting of about X thousand 
men. eommenced their march from Saltillo to Monclova, 
on the 270 ult.; and that Santa Ann himself le, with the 
Inet division, on the first in. His plan of operations, ay 
carnmunivated to Mr. Pantallion by intelligent triends of 
Texas in Matamoros, was to push at once for the henrt 
of Teras, with that part of the army under hm imine 
diat command, while the other two divide mahe n 
alinultaneons aituck on Beijar and Gyhad. Santa Aun it 
in atid, bas been furnished by the Clergę with one million 
of doilars, which hun giettiy assisted hit in preparing 
tor the expedition: xo that be is now well provided, aud 
comes with a train of thirty pieces of artillery, swearing 
to “eanquer Pe xn ur love Mexico? 

Mr, smith, who was the active and faithful pilot of the 
American anny at Berar, has been within n few miles at 
Rio Grande, nud corroborates the infeamation of Me 
Pantalbon. Ile says the army on the Rio Grande is bu- 
wily engaged in mounting cannons, and preparing for the 
campaign; and that in March, we may expect to be iti- 
vaded by the whole Mexwtan force, 

Citizens of Texas, the hour is fast approaching when 
vour valor and patriotism me again to be tasted. The 
fries of freedom wall now aseertain whether yoi r. 
deserving their sympathy and assistance, Show tait 
they have not bren deveived + com ince them that their 
ezertona in vom favor have not heen directed towards 
un unworthy object. The v hole force of Texas will be
